H E bill intitled an a£t for the better 
government of the navy of the Uni­ 
ted States was read a third time and pafTed. 


Mr. Harrifon brought iii a bill to autho- 
rife the Secretary of the Treafury to lcale 
certain fait fprings the property of tlieU ni­ 
ted States, in the Territory N . W . of the 
Ohio— which was reid a iirft aud lecoiid 
time, and committed to the committee of 
the whole to whom was referred the report 
of the Secretary of the TreaAiry o;*i the pe­ 
tition of David Jones, on the fa nit* fubjeft. 


Tlie Houfe again refolved itfelf into a 
Committee of the whole on the bill to make

United States— Mr. Morris in the chair— 
when 
M r. Hirper moved to amend the 
bill by intertill j .»fter the words “ for the 
accommodation of the 
Prefident of the 
United Statej,” 
the 
following words— 


“ who shall be elected for the term com fit en- 
cing on the 4th March, 1801.’'— M r. H . 
made this motion in order to avoid all ap- 
prehenfion that the appropriation was un- 
conftitutional— the conftitutioii having de­ 
clared that the compenfation of the Prefi­ 
dent fhall neither be increafed ordiminifhed 
during his continuance in piHce. 


Mr. Thatcher fuppofed the intention of 
the bill was to accommodate the Prefident 
on his removal to the city of Wafhingtort, 
as the furniture would then be wanted— and 


Mr. G ordon thought if the amendment 
obtained, the bufinefs had better be deiVrred 
till the next ieilion. 


Mr. Harper replied, that as the Prefideut 
now in office would not be compelled to re­ 
fute there more than three mouths, the fur­ 
niture now in ufe would anfwer a temporary 
purpofe— It was adefirable objett to make 
tlifs appropriation without view to any par­ 
ticular perfon. 


The amendment was agreed to. 
M r. Harper then moved to fiflthe blank
